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IMPULSE TO DESPAIR 
There are many poisons that work on 
the minds and spirits of men. One of the 
most deadly of these poisons might be 
called the impulse to despair. This poison is 
having 
its deadly , crippling, 
dispiriting 
effect on a wider scale now, perhaps, than 
during any other peacetime period in his­ 
tory . 
Men feel themselves trapped in circum­ 
stances bey ond their control. 
This may 
seem odd, since more human beings have 
a voice in their political destiny now than 
ever before. 
But this is counterbalanced 
by the nature of the peril that confronts 
humanity . There is little time for delibera­ 
tion; decisions must often be made too 
swiftly to allow the unhampered working 
of the democratic process. 
And the de­ 
cisions taken might literally destroy so­ 
ciety . 
Despite all this, we must not allow our­ 
selves to become victims of that impulse 
to despair. There are hopeful signs—and 
not for a baseless, Polly anna sort of hope, 
either—along with the Quemoy s and Leb 
anons that tauten the world’s nerves. 
Nations are working together increas­ 
ingly in way s that may y et led to peace if 
the world can be kept on an even keel a 
while longer. Some 8 0 nations, both free 
and totalitarian, cooperated remarkably in 
the International Geophy sical Year. Scien 
tists of both Blast and West have agreed 
on a workable plan of detection that could 
serve as a basis for a nuclear test ban. 
Geneva meetings of scientists from all over 
the world have produced optimistic reports 
of progress in the peacetime uses of atomic 
energy . 
It would be absurd to suggest that in­ 
stances of cooperation outweight the pres­ 
sures for conflict. It is not absurd to sug­ 
gest that there is justification for hope 
that will counteract the poisonous impluse 
to despair.

President Eisenhower's speech on Quemoy and 
Matsu was like a b reath of fresh air in a fetid 
chamb er. No more appeasem ent! No more accept­ 
ance of b ullying! No more fear of an enemy that 
is strongest in the mouth from which he utters a

of 
falsehood. General 
James 
Gavin made the following ob servation on this sub ­ 
ject in his b ook, 
“W ar and Peace in the Space 
Age” : 
“If we are to b elieve the statem ents made b y 
the Soviet leaders, from Lenin to Khrushchev, 
then we are at w ar now. If this is the case, and 
I b elieve that it is, the Soviets are far b eyond the 
planning stage in their strategy. They arc in the 
field of application. Of course, planning goes on 
concurrently 
in 
anticipation 
of 
forthcoming 
events. But the Soviets have a strategy plan in 
ex ecution today, the ob ject of which is to so 
weaken 
the W est psychologically, economically 
and 
politically 
that 
b attle 
will 
b e 
unneces­ 
sary. . . . ” 
T hat is the essence of the situation. K hrush­ 
chev might have w ritten a b ook on how to win 
a w ar without fighting. For tha t is what he has 
b een trying to do since he took over the control 
of the Soviet Universal State. Most of Stalin's 
ingenuity 
had 
b een ex pended 
in 
b ringing to­ 
gether the pieces of Czaristic Russia, in forming 
a system of government that would operate at 
home and ab road without a constant theoretical 
deb ate and -in developing a heavy industry to b e 
ab le to fight w ars and to compete with Western 
nations. Stalin avoided a direct conflict with the 
United Slates from whom he accepted $11,000,- 
000,000 in aid. Ho set up standards of co-opera­ 
tion during World W ar II which were unique and 
far from satisfactory, b ut they continued to b e 
proper. Stalin was b oth cute and astute and as 
unscrupulous as a Talleyrand. 
Khrushchev is a rough-neck who covers a 
fierce b rutality b y an urb ane manner. Although 
Ukrainians deny that he is one of them, for 
which no one can b lame them, he was b orn close 
enough to the Ukraine and he worked his younger 
years in the Ukraine, so that he has taken on the 
gay facade of these people, who like to sing and 
dance and who are among the most cheerful of 
the Slavs. This facade stands Khrushchev in good 
stead, particularly in meeting W esterners who 
are surprised b y his smiling face and his jokes. 
Most of those who encounter him had never b e­ 
fore come across Russians other than the dour, 
cold 
heavy-handed Russian diplomats who look 
as though they cursed their mothers for having 
given b irth to them, are intrigued b y his gay 
manner. 
Khrushchev takes risks that Stalin avoided 
and the greatest of these risks is w ar with the 
United States. Stalin would never have forced 
such a pacifistic man as President Eisenhower to 
deliver a w ar address such as that of last Thurs­ 
day was. Khrushchev does risk it, however, b e­ 
cause he has no sense of security in the Soviet 
Universal State. The Communist world must for 
its own safety ho a commonwealth in which, 
while issues are hammered out in congresses and 
in a constant visit to and fro, final authority has 
to rest in the Kremlin. 
Khrushchev’s 
chief 
concern 
has b een 
Mao 
Tze-tung, an ex treme Stalinist who in the early 
19 20’s fought the Trotzkyist element that estab ­ 
lished the Chinese Communist Parly under the 
leadership of Chen Tu-shiu, and who steadily and 
regularly 
has 
adhered 
to 
the 
Stalinist 
line 
through all the changes and vicissitudes of 40 
years of Ihe Communist revolution. 
W ith 
the 
Right deviationist, Tito, on one 
flank and the Stalinist, Mao on the other, Khrush­ 
chev has not had an easy time. Mao is K hrush­ 
chev’s superior intellectually; he is prob ab ly the 
most correct Marx ist lheoretician in the world 
today. Khrushchev cannot afford Mao’s opposition 
b ecause it would undermine his influence among 
Communist 
intellectuals 
not 
only 
among the 
satellites and neutrals b ut even within Soviet 
Russia. 
Therefore, 
Khrushchev 
must 
pursue 
Mao’s wish which is to b o admitted into the U nit­ 
ed Nations as China. To accomplish this, K hrush­ 
chev risks w ar with the United States. Stalin al­ 
ways assumed that time was in Soviet Russia’s 
favor. Also Stalin1?; prestige, while he lived, was 
so enormous that Mao only grew as a fungus upon 
the growth of Stalin. 
Khrushchev is not in such a position. There­ 
fore he must b e constantly at w ar—b ut he tries 
to m ake it his kind of war.

PREMIUM ON SKILLS 
Statistics released by the Census Bureau 
show that the nation’s labor force has un­ 
dergone great change since the turn of the 
century . The most obvious difference is 
the increase in the proportion of women in 
the total employ ed. 
Perhaps the most striking change, how­ 
ever, is the rise in importance of the skilled 
worker. 
In 19 00, the number of skilled 
craftsmen was small and the ranks of the 
unskilled and semi-skilled were about equal. 
By 19 50, semi-skilled outnumbered the un­ 
skilled three to one and there were twice 
as many skilled as unskilled workers. 
This change reflects the growing mech­ 
anization of our society . More and more 
of our work is being done by machines 
rather than by human muscle. This trend 
sharply underscores the importance of the 
best education and training possible for the 
rising generation.

A determined move is under way to bring 
about standarized residential building codes 
throughout the country .

Childhood Vaccinations Áre 


More Important Than Ever

The b iggest reason for the improved life ex ­ 
pectancy today over 50 years ago is the result of 
the decline in deaths from the so-called chifdhood 
diseases. 
This in turn is largely the result of protective 
inoculations or vaccinations. They have increased 
the resistance of millions of children to some of 
the most serious killers of the past. We cannot 
afford to let down these b arriers. 
Most children are given several of the vaccina­ 
tions they need in the first months or years of 
life. Many of them, in order to insure continued 
protection, should b e repeated one or more times 
during the school age period. 
Furtherm ore, new developments continue to 
occur. It may b e that some youngsters of colk’ge 
age did not receive the tox oid injections against 
tetanus or lockjaw which are now so commonly 
given to small children and therefore could profit 
b y them. 
Vaccination against smallpox is usually done 
within the first six months after b irth. After this 
vaccination, 
immunization 
against 
diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus (lockjaw) are often 
given. 
Certainly no one should forget today the desir­ 
ab ility of immunizing against polio. It has b een a 
disappointment that more have not availed them ­ 
selves of this preventive measure. Anyone who 
has ever seen a person crippled with the disease 
would make sure that all memb ers of the family 
under 40 were protected against it. 
In this connection I might add that recently 
a preliminary study has b een pub lished involving 
the possib ility of comb ined immunization against 
polio, diphtheria, whooping cough 
and 
tetanus. 
The early results of such a method look promis­ 
ing 
Today there is a tendency to give many of 
these protective immunizations earlier and earlier. 
All of them, including smallpox , should b e re­ 
peated in the later years of childhood to reinforce 
the resistance. 
Among other possib le immunizations is that 
against typhoid fever. This is a germ disease 
usually 
contracted 
from 
contaminated 
water, 
milk, fruits or vegetab les. If a person is going to 
some part of the world where the sanitation is 
poor inoculation against 
typhoid, and 
possib ly 
other diseases, may b e desirab le. 
The advice of the physician who takes care of 
the child trom b irth should he followed regarding 
what inoculations to take and when to give them

WASHINGTON—One of the 
reasons why there is widespread 
resentment nowaday s over sev­ 
eral decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States is 
that there are so many instances 
in them of plain equivocation. 
This was underlined when Justice 
Frankfurter, in the hearing last 
week, had a colloquy with R. C. 
Butler, the attorney for the Lit­ 
tle Rock school board, on what 
the 
court 
really 
meant 
four 
y ears ago in brushing aside the 
famous 18 9 6 case on “ separate 
but equal” facilities as being con­ 
cerned not with education but 
with 
transportation. 
Here 
are 
the ex act words of the Supreme 
Court’s 
19 54 
decision 
on 
this 
point: 
“ The doctrine of ‘separate but 
equal’ did not make its appear­ 
ance in this court until 18 9 6 in 
the case of Plessy v. Ferguson, 
involving 
not 
education 
by t 
transportation.” 
The average person would as­ 
sume 
from 
this wording 
that 
nothing important had been said 
in the 18 9 6 decision about educa­ 
tion. Yet a reading of the opinion 
in that case—which was decided 
by a 7-to-l vote, as one justice 
didn’t participate — shows that 
the 
separate 
educational 
sy s­ 
tems in vogue in the schools of 
m anv*states at the time consti­ 
tuted 
the very 
basis 
for 
the 
ruling. The Supreme Court ma­ 
jority opinion in the Plessy v. 
Ferguson case reads in part as 
follows: 
“ The object of the (Fourteen­ 
th) Amendment was undoubtedly 
to enforce the absolute equality 
of the two races before the law, 
but in the nature of things it 
could not have been intended to 
abolish 
distinction 
based 
upon 
color, 
or to enforce social, as 
distinguished 
from 
political, 
equality , or a commingling of 
the two races upon terms unsat­ 
isfactory to either. 
Separate Schools Cited 
“ Laws, 
permitting and even 
requiring 
their 
separation 
in 
places where they are liable to 
be brought into contact do not 
necessarily imply the inferior­ 
ity of either race to the other, 
and have been generally , if not 
universally , recognized as with­ 
in the competency of the state 
legislature 
in 
the 
ex ercise 
of 
their police power. 
“ The most common instance 
of 
this 
is 
connected 
with 


the 
establishment 
of 
separate 
schools for white and colored 
children, which have been held 
to be a valid ex ercise of the 
legislative power even by courts 
of 
states 
where 
the 
political 
rights of the colored race have 
been longest and moat earnestly 
enforced.” 
The 
foregoing 
opinion 
was 
written about thirty y ears after 
the proclamation of the Four­ 
teenth Amendment. The Supreme 
Court 
plainly 
recognized 
the 
validity of state court decisions 
on education and gave several 
citations in support of its legal 
position. Yet the 19 54 decision 
of the Supreme Court and the 
remarks last week by Justice 
Frankfurter give the impression 
to the American people that ed­ 
ucation was not related vitally 
to jh e 18 9 6 opinion. Indeed, the 
Supreme Court in that case did 
not rely altogether on its own 
•judgment. It quoted with 
ap­ 
proval from a decision of the 
highest court, not of a southern 
state but of New York state 
which, 
in 
upholding 
separate 
schools of equal equality of ed­ 
ucation, satd with respect to so­ 
cial equality of the races: 
‘This end can neither be ac­ 
complished 
nor 
promoted 
by 
laws which conflict with the gen­ 
eral sentiment of the community 
upon w’hom they are designed to 
operate. When the government, 
therefore, has secured to each of 
its citizens equal rights before 
the law and equal opportunities 
for improvement and progress, 
it has accomplished the end for 
which it is organized and per­ 
formed all of the functions re­ 
specting social advantages with 
which it is endowed.” 
Reason for Rejection 
The present Supreme 
Court 
nevertheless 
in 
19 54 
declared, 
in effect, that the Supreme Court 
in 18 9 6 didn’t understand human 
nature, and ruled that “ what­ 
ever may have been the ex tent 
of 
psy chological 
knowledge at 
the time of Plessy V. Ferguson.* 
it now’ must be rejected as not 
supported by “ modern authority .’’ 
Was the Supreme Court in 
19 54 lacking in candor when it 
said that the 18 9 6 case did not 
involve education but transporta­ 
tion, and when it made no com­ 
ment on the part education real­ 
ly play ed in the reasoning on 
which the Plessy V. Ferguson 
decision was based?

Mme. Shafik, Po etess, Is 
Openly Oppo sed to Nasser

There are no signs in Egypt of 
any organized opposition to Presi­ 
dent 'Gamal Abdel Nasser. Indeed, 
few Egyptians speak out against 
him in private conversation. 
But one—a strinkingly beautiful 
woman—has been at war with 
him, openly, for more than five 
years. 
She is Mme. Dora Shafik, po­ 
etess, erstwhile magazine publish­ 
er, and a tireless crusader for 
women’s 
rights 
in 
the 
Moslem 
world. It is not alone on feminist 
grounds, however, that she battles 
Nasser. 
She has publicly accused him of 
depriving Egyptians of their lib­ 
erties and shackling them with a 
new kind of colonization. 
Mme. Shafik is tall, dark, with 
flashing black eyes. She is mar­ 
ried to a Cairo lawyer. They have 
two teen-age daughters. 
When Nasser promulgated the 
Egyptian constitution in 1956, she 
says, Cairo reporters telephoned 
and asked her to comment on it. 
Sees Co lo nizatio n 
“I said no one who believes in 
liberty could accept it,” she says. 
“This is not freedom. This is a 
new kind of colonization for the 
Egyptian people. 
“Legally, we are not permitted 
to discuss the revolution, nor to 
criticize the constitution. The re­ 
porters asked if they could qubte 
me. I told them they could. 
The result, she says, has been a 
slow, shadowy, indirect form of 
reprisal. 
At that time, she was publishing 
four magazines for women. Only 
one dealt with political questions. 
AH four are gone now. 
She also ran an employment 
agency for women, and a kind of 
cafeteria where destitute women 
would buy food for their families. 
These, too, are out of existence 
She used to have her poems pub­ 


lished regularly in books. “There 
are 
no 
takers 
for 
them 
any 
more,” she says. 
Charge* Sabotage 
“It was a kind of sabotage. 
There were strange accidents, de­ 
lays, 
constant 
friction. 
Nothing 
¡you could put your finger*on. But 
it succeeded in killing the maga­ 
zines.” 
* 
Women stopped coming to the 
employment agency and cafeteria. 
“They spread rumors that I had 
had a nervous breakdown and was 
completely deranged. My husband 
secretly put me in a hospital and 
had five doctors examine me to 
disprove it,” she said. 
“Then they tried to cause trou­ 
ble in my family. They said that 
when I was in America there 
were other men, and that my hus­ 
band was going around with other 
women—all absolute lies.” 
Hoitse Is Watched 
She said her house is constantly 
watched. Recently, she was re­ 
fused a passport to attend an in­ 
ternational woman’s conference in 
India. Officials gave her no rea­ 
son for the refusal. 
What now? 
“I will go on fighting," she said. 
“Many are suffering under Nasser 
but they are afraid to speak. I am 
not. I am not afraid to go to pris­ 
on. In fact that would be better— 
it would be in the open then—to 
this invisible campaign.”

ELMIRA—The coordination of lo­ 
cal and area-wide planning will 
be one of the major problems fac­ 
ing municipal officials in the next 
decade, State Commerce Commis­ 
sioner Edward T. Dickinson said 
here Wednesday. 
Speaking before the annual con­ 
ference of the New York State 
Federation 
of

Planning 
Organizations, he praised the ef­ 
forts of the members of local and 
regional planning boards. 
Since 1954, Commissioner Dick­ 
inson pointed out, the number of 
planning 
boards 
in 
New 
York 
State towns, villages and cities 
has increased by one third and 
now totals at least 428. The num­ 
ber of county planning boards has 
grown from seven to 15 during 
this 
same 
period. 
In 
addition, 
metropolitan area planning boards 
have been formed in Corning and 
Ithaca. 
Of great assistance to local ancf 
area planning boards, the com­ 
missioner said, has been the urban 
planning assistance program ad­ 
ministered in New York by the 
State Commerce Department. Mas­ 
ter 
plans 
for 
21 
communities 
throughout the state have already 
been completed and 30 others are 
under 
way. 
“Many 
applications 
are now awaiting availibility of 
further federal funds,” he said. 
Commisioner 
Dickinson 
em ­ 
phasized that in order to meet 
the mounting problems generat­ 
ed by rapid suburban 
growth 
and central city congestion “we 
need both an extension of local 
planning and an extension of area- 
wide planning. It is im portant 
that much closer oooperation be 
developed between the individual

though the price of the stock 
has risen considerably, I believe 
an increased dividend and possi­ 
bly a share split are good possi­ 
bilities la te r this year. Safeway 
Stores, the second biggest chain, 
is also a good buy. If you do not 
object to a relatively high price 
range, I recom m end the present 
(non-voting) G reat A tlantic, and 
Pacific shares. W ith the death of 
George H artford, the late great 
chairm an. I think there is a good 
chance tha t voting stock in the 
No. 1 food chain will be offered 
to the public for the first tim e 
and that such stock will be list­ 
ed on the New York Stock E x ­ 
change. If this occurs and you 
still have funds, I would regard 
such an offering as very nearly 
ideal for your purpose. 
If you would like a little more 
yield and a sound but lesser- 
known issue, I suggest that you 
look closely at Bayless M arkets.

First 13 Recorded 
Matchett say s he has the names 
of those first 13 marshals appoint­ 
ed by President Washington bu t 
no others u ntil .1870 when the gov ­ 
ernment 
printed

of 
marshals. It’s been printing this 
register at interv als- ev er since. 
Bu t ev en the register has gaps, 
Matchett say s. That’s why he’s 
asked marshals arou nd the cou n­ 
try to search their local records. 
The information he’d like to get, 
he say s, wou ld fill big books. 
As for people like Earp and Hic­ 
kock, Matchett say s he thinks they 
may hav e serv ed as town m ar­ 
shals.

marshals. 
Modem U.S. marshals — u nlike 
sheriffs, or city police or the FBI 
—can’t go snatching law v iolators 
off the streets. They make ar­ 
rests only on orders from a feder­ 
al ju dge for some specific offense 
against a cou rt decree. 
For this reason the marshals in 
Little Rock cou ldn’t be u sed to 
preserv e order for its own sake 
bu t only on instru ctions from a 
federal ju dge if one of his orders 
was disobey ed.

Bu t marshals do other things:

Ty pe 
on only one side of the paper. N ever send carbon copies. 


N A M E S: Nickna m es, initials, a bbreviations, are strictly 
taboo. A lw a y s give the full name, correctly spelled, with the 
prefix “ M iss” or “ Mrs.” A married woman is alway s listed 
as “ Mrs. J ohn D oe.” Ex ceptions are noted only when the 
woman is em ploy ed in a professiona>k-*apacity , thereby using 
her own first name, or if she is a widow, separated or di­ 
vorced. 
C O N T E N T ; A lw a y s keep news releases brief. Remem­ 
ber, countless other organizations are also seeking space on 
the same page. Remember, too, that all newspapers depend 
on their income from advertising and circulation revenues. 
They are in the business of selling a dvertising space. There­ 
fore, respect that business and do not submit for the social 
page what rightfully belongs in advertising. 


P H O T O G R A P H Y : The Freeman makes ava ila ble to all 
orga niza tions the services of a staff photographer during 
time slots when he is not covering general news events. A p ­ 
pointments for society pictures should be made by conta ct­ 
ing the society desk. This should be done well enough in 
a dvance of a ny proposed program. 
A void stiffly posed pictures and large groups. This offers 
no “ ey e a ppea l” for the general public. Try to limit com­ 
mittee chairmen to three in a picture— never more than six ! 
Pictures of newly elected officers should only include the top 
four. 


N E W S M ERIT: Learn to recognize what is news within 
y our own orga niza tion such as election of officers; m eeting 
notices; guest 
speakers; sponsored 
programs;

services; community projects; resolutions; contributions; in­ 
stallations; awards; campaigns; social events.
